Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 13-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitation of the second crank angle being a crank angle corresponding to a peak point 
of the negative ion current curve and the third crank angle, which represents the 
combustion center of gravity, being a substantial middle point between the first and 
second crank angles, in combination with the rest of the recited limitations, is not 
anticipated or made obvious by the prior art in the examiner's opinion.
